I Q The lawe is giuen generallie 
vnto all men: and therefore, if the law 
did binde Abraham, it bindeth others: 
if the law did bind the young man to (ell 
$ all, and to giue to the poore, it bindeth 
all others. | 
A. This is conteined in the lawe that 


a man ſhall loue the Loꝛde with all his hart, 
E4 any 
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and all his ſtrength, and cherefoze the lawe 
doth binde him to doe whatſocuer God doth 
commaund him, whether it bee a generall 
pꝛecept, oꝛ a particuler pꝛecept only to him, 
as theſe foꝛmer were. If God ſhoulde giue 
the ſame commandement to any whiche hee 
gaue to Abꝛaham, to the Iſraelites, oꝑ chat 
Chyꝛiſt gaue to the rich man, he is bound by 
the law to obey God therein. Becauſe the 
Lode is to lay what particuler commande⸗ 
ment he will vpon any man. 

Q Then the law may ſeeme to cõtein 
things contrary in it: Becauſe God doth 
forbid to kill or to ſteale? 

-- A. There is no ſhew of things cõtrary 
in þ law, it we cõſider how generally we are 
bound byp ſame to obey God: q what ſoue« 
raigne authozitie god hath to ctᷣmaund. Foz 
thereby we (hall ſee, þ although the thinges 
comanded be ſuch as be not in the law: pet 
our obedtence vnts god in p law,bindeth vs 
to perfozinep ſame. God hath fozbidden to 
kil oz ta ſteale, ⁊ thet foꝛe when he cõmanded 
Abzabi,to kill his ſonne, andp Iſraelites co 
rob p Egyptiãs:theſe things were not in p 
law: but pet p obedience vato them, was in 
the lawe. A man is moſt ſtraightly bounde 
by the meceptes of the Lawe, to hear e 
the voctrine of the Goſpell pzeached, and 
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ve to giue credit vnto it: but pet itdooth not 
th follow,that the Goſpel and faith are cherfoze 
ill concerned in the law, 
1 Q. Proceede vnto the wordes of 
ue the lawe: which is the firſte Commaun- 
ee dement. 
at A. A am the Loe thy God, whiche 
L bꝛougbt thee out of the lande of Aegypt, out 
e ol the houſe of bondage . Thou ſhalt haue 
e⸗ none other Gods befozemy face, 

Q. Wherefore are theſe words put 
n in, that he brought them out of the land 
h of Acgypt? 


A. In deliuering them out of Aegipt, 

with ſo mightie a hand, with ſignes & won ; 
ders. and a ſtretched out arme, hee declared 
himſelfe to be the only true God, in heauen 
and earth p, and alſo to be the God of Abza- 
bam, Iſaake and Jacob. Foz this cauſe 
they are fozbydden , to haue anye aher

Q. Doe thoſe then performe al o- 
bedience required in thisprecept,which

Q. What is the other part ofthe words 
A. Aſweete pꝛomiſe which God maketh 
vnto thoſe which loue them, v he will bleſſe 
their ſeede after thẽ vnto a thouſand genera⸗ 
tions. Q. Hath God tyed him ſelfe 
in this vnto euery perticular? 

A. Not ſo, fe God hath beſfowed his 
graces vppon ſome childꝛen of very wicked 
parents i. And ſome ofthe childzen of right 
godlp fathers haue beene graceleſſe k. 

Q. What ſay you to the third com- 
mandement? Thou ſhalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in vaine &c. 

A. The ſum of the Commaundement 
is, chat wee ſhoulde by no meanes abuſe oꝛ 
pꝛophane the name of God: but as it is moſt 
glozious ſo to giue al due honour #reuerfce 
vnto it.

mentake the name of God in vaine? 
A. There are many wapes, whereby 
men take the name of God in vaine: A man 
cannot recite them al, though he ſhould ſtu- 
die long. Men da fawly pꝛophane this excels 
len! name: when they are periured: when 
they kweare raſhly: when they curſe: when 
they vſe the woꝛds of the ſcriptures. and the 
name ot God in charmes and coniurations.

Q. Whatis thenthercaſonwhere- 
by hee proueth that thoſe which ſweare 
by creatures take the name of God in 
vaine ? 
A. Becauſe the name of God is vppon 
all his creatures,euen the ſmalleſt.foꝛ there 
is a gloꝛious power and wiſdom inthe leaſt 
thing which wee ſee : and ſuch as farre paſs

If the ceremonie bee aboliſhed 
and the Sabboth continuall, then it 
ſeemeth that theſeuenth day is no more 
to bee regarded then another day? 

A. An reſpect of any ſuch ſignificatis 
on ok holineſſe, it is to bee regarded no moze 
then another day. But per it viffereth from 
other dayet in reſpect ofthe other vſe ol the 
Sabboth, which was from the beginning. 
which muſt continue co the end. Fo from

Q_ What is then that other _—_

Lell mee then how men offend s,Plalm.z,r, 


God in breaking this commandemente 2. 


of the Sabboth? 

A. Men doe bjeake this holy law many 
waits, & go vnder the diſpleaſure of God, 
as committing a greuous ſinne. But firſt in 
generall they offende, which doe ſo neglect 
the time, that they doe not pꝛoſite in knows 
ledge, faith, and godlines by the day: Alſo 
thoſe which occupie thẽſelues in any thing, 
which doth hinder them from pꝛoliting by 
holy exerciſes. Jn particulcr,thoſe whiche 
are idle,thoſe which go to viſic their friends 
in feaſting, þ occupie their trade of woꝛldly 
buſines: that ſende abꝛode their ſeruants to 
gather vp their dets oꝛ ſuch like. Much moze 


thoſe which runne to playes, bearbaptings, 


Maygames, oꝛ p; ſpend p time in minking, 
carding,dicing,0? other ſuch vanities, 

Q. Lee ſay thoſe breake this cõmã- 
demẽt which do not profit in faith, know 
ledge & godlines, by the day: How thall 
thoſe do which haue not the means, but 
are vnder an vnlearned, or an inſuffici- 
ent miniſter of the worde? 

A. They are not excuſed,becauſe they 
haut not the meanes at home, foz — 
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oughtco trauell and ſeeke where they may 
bee edified; faz if they Cattell did want 
water at home, they woulde dztue them to 
water at another Towne, and chem ſelues 
woulde trauel two oxchz2ee mples foꝛ meate 
that dap, rather then bee without. Allo men 
are without excuſe, becauſe they like better 
to ſpend day in their luſtes thẽ fo2 to haut 
the holy cxertiſes of the wozde, Foz doubt; 
leſlie if chey did earueſtly deſire it and long 
fo2 it, God would ſend them faithfull ſhe p⸗ 
heards which ſhould feede them vnto life e⸗ 
ternall. 

. - Theſe foure commaundements 
are the firſt table of the law : the reſte 
whiche followe are the ſecond table. Is 
there any thing to bee obſerued in this 
order which God vſeth? 

A. Nea no doubt: foz looke howe the 
Lom ercelleth men, ſo alſo the duties which 
doe immediately belong vnto him are mote 
excellent, then choſe which belong vnto mf, 
And this is to bee obſerued againſt thoſe 
groſſe men ( if they be woꝛthie the names of 
men ) which regarde nomoze then out warde 
deedes towardes men: if hee bee an Idola⸗ 
ter, oꝛ ſuperſlitious, oꝛ an hetetike, oꝛ ablaſs 
phemer of the Golpel, oz alwearer, 02 & 
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miſpender of the Sabboth ; ik hee wil kecpe 
tuche in bargaine and bee true of his woꝛd: 
02 if hee keepe a good houſe, o2 glue almes 
0} ſuche like: they will ſay hee is a god 
man: and if hee goe not to heauen, they 
knowe not who ſhall. But we mult learne 
that none are good men, but choſe whiche 
regard to walke in all duties, boch in the 
firſt table of che Lawe and alſo in the ſe» 
cond, 

Q. When God rebuked the Iſraelits 
by the Prophetes, hee findeth fault with 
them for want of dutic in man towards 
man : and commendeth mercie & pitie, 
iuſtice and iudgement t: as though they 
were the ſpeciall things required. 

A. That is verp true, that God by his 
Pꝛophets ſundyte times doth ſo bzge the dit» 
ties of man towardes man, as though they 
were the ſumme ofall : But this was not to 
p2cfcrre theſecond table ofthe lawebefoze 
the firſt: but to detect hypocrites which vaſt- 
ted much of3eale cowards God, fo? hee pꝛo⸗ 
uech that they had no loue of God, ſeeinge 
they dealt ſo wickedly one againſt another. 

Q. Let vs then proceede vnto the 
firſt commandement of the ſecõd table: 
Honour thy father and mother.

Foz this was a common ſay⸗ 
ing of parents, that their childꝛen ſhould bee

ls there onely the dutie of chil- 
dren. to be conſidered in this comande- 
ment? 

A. HÞeereis alſo che duetie of parentes 
towardes their childꝛen contained : and not 
onely that, but alſo the duetie of all infert⸗ 
durs, as the wife to the huſband, the ſubiects 
to their pꝛince, the ſeruants to their maſters, 
the people to their teachers , the poung ta 
the aged: And contrariwiſe of all choſe 
ſupcrious cowardes their inferiours, 

What reaſon haue yee to ſhewe 
this, Seeing here is ſet downe expreſly 
no more but that which children oweto 
their parents? 

A. There is great reaſon and mamtfelſf: 
firſt foꝛ Parents, when God willeth chil⸗ 
den to honour them: they are alſo bounde 
to doe thoſe thinges foꝛ whiche they are 
to bee honoured, Allo fo2 all Superiours

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they are ficly repzeſented by the tiles of fas 
thers and mothers in reſpect of the affectt- 
ons which ſhoulde be in them vato their ins 
feriours. 

Q Then let vs briefly conſider the 
ſeuerall dueties whiche are required in 
each of theſe: and firſt ſhew wherein pa- 
rents are bound vnto their children.
